Natural History of Baja California 


The California Academy of Sciences 
and the Baja peninsula are inseparably 
linked in a bond that began with the 
first Academy expedition in 1888. 
Over the past 88 years, Academy 
scientists have studied this rugged 
region and all that it holds — birds, 
mammals, insects, vegetation, climate, 
geography, geology — an endless list 
of subjects resulting in hundreds of 
scientific papers and many general 
interest articles. 


A frequent and most knowledgeable 
visitor to Baja is Academy Director, 
Dr. George E. Lindsay, our speaker 
for the June meeting. His diverse 
interests in Baja range from its early 
history to its modern day conserva- 
tion efforts. He has published articles 
and papers on many aspects of the 
Baja peninsula, including his area 

of specialization, desert plants. 


Dr. Lindsay’s pictorial and verbal tour 
of Baja will be of great interest to 
those of you who have traveled the 
peninsula, and is a fascinating ‘‘sneak 
preview” for those of you who have 
not yet been. 


As usual, your membership card will 
admit you through the main entrance 
of Cowell Hall. At the matinee you 
may be asked to present it once again 
at the auditorium door.

Inside the Academy 


WATTIS PREVIEW SET FOR JULY 1 
... The opening of the Wattis Hall of 
Man promises to more than fill the 
large void in anthropology at the 
California Academy of Sciences. 


Anthropology is not new to the 


Academy; it has just been on vacation. 


From the founding of the Academy in 
1853, the collection grew at such a 
rate as to require a curator in 1900. 

A search was made and a young 
anthropologist was selected to head 
the expanding department. That man 
was Dr. A.L. Kroeber, one of the 
great names in the study of man. 


Under Kroeber’s aegis, the Academy 
collection continued to flourish. 

The graceful old Market Street 
museum housed a substantial collec- 
tion of American Indian artifacts, 
skeletons, and casts of heads from all 
races, including the famous Neander- 
thal skull. There were numerous 
displays of man’s work— implements 
of war, armor and artifacts from 
ancient Japan and Polynesia. 


The hiatus began with the devastat- 
ing 1906 earthquake. It has taken 70 
years to rebuild the once vast Depart- 
ment of Anthropology, but the wait 
was worthwhile. 


The new Wattis Hall of Man is one of 
the most beautiful additions ever 
built at the Academy. The lofty, 
sunlit entrance galleries communicate 
instantly that this is a most unusual 
presentation of anthropology. The 
light, airy interior will be home to 
many interesting special exhibits, 
such as the dance masks of Mexico 
collection, on loan from the Mexican 
Government in honor of our Bicen- 
tennial; the exquisite Land Collection 
of pre-Columbian artifacts, including 
pottery, figurines and death masks of 
gold and copper; and much, much 
more. 


From there visitors move into the 
spacious main hall and can step 

into the icy world of the Arctic 
Eskimos or the parched desert home 
of the Australian aborigines. The 
largest single exhibit is representative 
of a family dwelling of the Northwest 
California Indians. The hand-hewn, 
redwood plank house is a perfect 
reproduction, complete with a life-like 
Yurok man working outside his home. 
How Man has adapted to thrive in the 
diverse weather conditions of the 
earth is the lesson of the Wattis Hall 
of Man, and when the hall is com- 
pleted, more than a dozen realistic 
habitat group displays will make the 
learning easy and entertaining. 


A lively attraction in the main hall 
will be the activities area, an arena for 
craftsmen, musicians and dancers 
from around the world. A large door- 
way marks the entrance to the rest of 
theAcademy filled with the fascinat- 
ing exhibits that make the California 
Academy of Sciences one of the finest 
museums in the world. 


You are invited to attend a special 
membership preview night on July 1, 
between the hours of 5:30 and 8:00. 
There will be music samplings from 
the Andes, Russia and Indonesia in 
the activities area, behind-the-scene 
tours of the new Botany and Entom- 
ology facilities and refreshments will 
be available to celebrate this very 
special opening. For your convenience 
the cafeteria will be open for the 
purchase of hot dogs, sandwiches, 
etc. The new entrance to the 
Academy is located on Middle Drive, 


or you may enter through Cowell Hall.
